a transmitter coupled to the processor, the transmitter being configured to 
send, through a network, the set of information to the machine to be used by the user, 

wherein the set of information includes information related to both the 
first and the at least one second geographic location of interest to the user and 
information on at least one of news, business, entertainment, sports, and peopleraad 

wherein the geographic location profile of the user includes a present and 
at least one past geographic location of interest to the user .
